Alphonsinos (25 peseta piece) 14.8* 
Louis (20 franc piece) $3.86. 
That all existing contracts for the 


payments of money shall be payable 
In the money denominated in such con- 
tracts and where French and Spanish 
gold shall he the stipulated money of 
payment, they shall be received in their 
present decreed values, i. e.. Alphcn- 
Sinos (25peseta, piece) J5.30. Louis (20 
franc piece) $4.24, or in United States 
money at the relative values set forth 
in the above table, namely $1.62 for 
Alphonsinos (25 peseta piece) and $3.86 
for Louis (20 franc piece.)

Little Damage. 


A Large Quantity of the Gas 


Escaped. 


Patrons of the Company Had to 


Use Lamps and Tallow 


Candles. 


From Wednesday's Dafli. 


At about a quarter alter 7 o'clock laat 


evening a load reportwai heard, and in- 
stantly the weatern Ay wu brilliant 
with & flood of light. The KM li«hti in 
the itorea went out inittntly, leaving 
the town with only the electric iighta 
burning. 


It waa at once repotted that tbe gai 


works had blown op, and Maripoaa 
fltreet was black with a crowd of people 
hurrying to the acene of tbe ei plosion. 
The accident turned out to be of a less 
•erioQi character than waa at first sup- 
poivd. The gat worki had not exploded, 
but the tarns receiving and distributing 
tack in the lot fronting OD Maripooa 
fltreet, opposite the worki, had, and be* 
twoen 20,000 and 40,000 cubic feat of gaa 
had been burned. Luckily no one wan 
hurt. Had there been anyone near tbe 
tank at the time he would certainly 
nave been horned to death, BB a maefl of 
flame eho( forth, from which there wonld 
have been no eacipio?« 


The accident occurred by a hole being 


forced in the top of tbe galvanized tack 
by the pressure of the gas. It ia sop- 
poaed that there vai a flaw in tbe iron. 
The hip gifl receiver is an inverted tank 
placed in a welt, corresponding in size 
to the tana. The gaa enters the tank 
through a pipe from the worki, tbe eud 
of which extends up juat above tbe 
water'a edge. When there ia no gae in 
the tank tbe top of it ia on a level with 
the carfare of the water, bat as the gaa 
entera.it raises the tank which moveBin 
an Iron frame work. Tbe pressure of 
the nai waa too much for the imperfect 
piecs of iron to withstand, and it gave 
way. 
The gas then escaped, the pres- 


aure forcing it out rapidly. 


There was a lighted lantern iu a abed 


a abort distance away, and it ifl believed 
the flame front that ignited the gas 
which had iacaped aud surcharged the 
air. 
Gaa without air will not explode, 


but gas and air are highly exploaive. 
After the explosion the escaped gas sbot 
up in a brilliant flame, but the fire waa 
Boon confined to the gaa that waa being 
forced through the opening in the tank. 
Tbe lamern waa left lighted BO that Gas 
Maker Whitney could eee the tank from 
the worka. 


G. S. Cotquhoun, tbe superintendent, 


was on the ecene shortly alter the ex- 
plosion and he was aa cool as a cucum- 
ber. Ho knew that there was no dan- 
ger of ttn explosion of tbe gaa inside the 
tank, inasmuch an there was no chance 
for t'»e air to get in. H« therefore 
fought the flame at the opening, and by 
the use of wet Backs and blankets soon 
put it out. 
\ 


The tank was about 40 feet in diame- 


ter and waa 12 feet high. It is esti- 
mated that it wonld >ho'd about 30,000 
cubic feet of gas, althouzh it 19 said not 
to have been full vrhen the explosion oc- 
curred. Figuring the gas at the selling 
price of $2 a thousand, the Io>s waa only 
$80. The loss in money will not exceed 
$100, bat the accident caused a great 
deal of inconvenience. 
There was a de- 


mand for coal oil lamps and tallovr can- 
dles when the gas went out. 


• Fulton G. Berry, who is one uf 
the 


largest ptockholdera in the gas com- 
pany, was at dinner when it waa re- 
ported to him that tbe gas worka had 
blown up. 


"Get all the lamps and candles you 


can find," he said immediately. The 
Commodore was aa collected as Sigebee 
when the Maine was blown up. He 
then went over to the works in a back, 
and Eelt better when he ascertained juat 
what the accident amounted to. 


A great deal of inconvenience waa 


caused in hotels and lodging houses 
where there were no electric lights. One 
result of the crippling of the gaa worka 
may be noticed by the reader in this 
morniug'B Republican. Hand composi- 
tion had to be aubatitu'ed for machine 
work, aa the metal for the linotype 
machines ia heated by eas, although the 
machines are actuated by electricity. 


Ttie work of repairing the tank waa 


begun at once and the giw will be 
turned on this morninc-. 
Everybody 


who was burning K&B at the timo of the 
explosion nhould turn off tho jata this 
morning, if they bavo not done BO al- 
ready. If not, when the gas is turned 
on this rnorninn it will cenopn. and thnB 
there will be danzer of aephvxiation.
